INTENT LANGUAGE

. Deappropriates FY 2009 RIIF appropriations of $2.0 million from the Department of Education for
Community College infrastructure. The funding for this project has been maintained from the RC3.

. Deappropriates the FY 2009 RIIF appropriation of $23.3 million from the Department of Administrative
Services (DAS) for the new State Office Building. The funding for FY 2009 has been changed to $20.0
million and is now from the RC3. The project’s FY 2010 appropriation of $12.7 million from the RIIF
was not changed.

. Deappropriates the FY 2009 RIIF appropriation of $829,000 from DAS for the Civil Commitment Unit

for the Sexual Offenders Facility at Cherokee. The funding for this project has been maintained from the
RC3.

. Deappropriates the FY 2009 Vertical Infrastructure Fund (VIF) appropriation of $40.0 million to the
Department of Administrative Services for major maintenance. This is to be consistent with the
elimination of the VIF in this Bill. The funding for major maintenance has been reduced to $15.0 million
and is now from the RC3.

Division VIII includes extensions for the reversion dates for the following projects:

. Administrative Services - construction of a multipurpose laboratory in Ankeny (2001 Acts), capitol
interior restoration (2005 Acts), and pooled technology (2006 Acts).

. Corrections- construction of a community-based correctional facility at Davenport (2004 and 2006
Acts).

. Education - for lowa Public Television’s installation of digital and analog television at facilities and
for equipment for an uninterruptible power supply (2004 and 2006 Acts).

. Public Defense - for construction of the National Guard armory at lowa City (2004 Acts).

. lowa Finance Authority - for wastewater treatment assistance water quality grants that received
funding by the Federal Economic Stimulus and Jobs Holding Account (FES) (2006 Acts). This Bill
clarifies that the agency has until the end of FY 2009 to use the funding.

. Natural Resources - for REAP projects funded by FES (2006 Acts). This Bill clarifies that the
agency has until the end of FY 2009 to use the funding.

. Provides that the Department of Natural Resources may not request additional state capital funding for

the Honey Creek Destination Park, in light of the appropriations made in this Bill. Furthermore, states
the intent of the General Assembly to cease providing funding for the Honey Creek Destination Park
after FY 2009.

. Permits the Jowa Telecommunications and Technology Commission to replace optical equipment for the

backbone of the lowa Communications Network (ICN) through financing with the Treasurer of State.
Repayment of the amounts financed shall be made from receipts associated with fees charged to use the
ICN.

. Amends the Public Transit Funding Study report that the Department of Transportation must submit to

the Governor and General Assembly to make it due by December 31, 2008. This study was included as
requirement in the Senate File 2420 (TIME-21 Transportation Funding Act).

. Permits the Department of Administrative Services (DAS) to carry forward any remaining balance in the

distribution account to be available for additional operational expenses related to the 1/3 system. In
addition, DAS is authorized to use unexpended funds to purchase an existing license for the Human
Resources Payroll module.

. Restricts the lowa Finance Authority to $20,000 in administrative costs associated with the Home

Ownership Assistance Program for military veterans.

. Changes the size expectation for the new State office building from 350,000 square feet to a size that is

sufficient to house the offices of the statewide elected officials that are expected to move to that location.
Specifies that the Executive Council will control location, design, plans, construction, and use of the
building, and will direct the Department of Administrative Services on matters related to the office
building.

. Increases the standing appropriation for the Environment First Fund from RIIF to $42.0 million. This is

an increase of $2.0 million from FY 2008.

. Eliminates the Vertical Infrastructure Fund (VIF) and the appropriation of $50.0 million from RIIF to

VIF for FY 2009. Transfers the remaining VIF balance of $8.4 million to the RIIF at the close of FY
2008.

. Appropriates $17.5 million to the Technology Reinvestment Fund (TRF) for FY 2009 and FY 2010.

After FY 2010, the appropriation resumes from the General Fund.

. Creates the FY 2009 Prison Bonding Fund to be used for prison construction and improvement projects.

. Authorizes the Treasurer of State to issue bonds to provide prison infrastructure financing for the FY
2009 Prison Bonding Fund. Debt service on bonds issued for this purpose will be paid with Judicial
Branch revenue. The Bill specifies that the Treasurer’s Office must certify to the Judicial Branch the
amount of judicial revenue necessary for the debt service and the amount needed to be deposited in the
Prison Infrastructure Fund for debt service payments. Any remaining moneys are transferred to the
General Fund.

FISCAL IMPACT: It is estimated that beginning in FY 2011, an additional $7.7 million in judicial
revenue will be deposited into the Prison Infrastructure Fund, which currently receives $9.5 million.
This is revenue that would have been deposited to the General Fund. The additional amount will be
needed for the debt service payments on the new prison bonding. Last payment on this debt service is
expected in FY 2027.

. Creates the Fairgrounds Infrastructure Aid Fund to be used by the Treasurer’s Office to support the
payment of infrastructure aid to fairs throughout the State. Provides deadlines for the application process
for fairs — between July 1 and December 1 of each year. Requires the management of an eligible fair to
execute a cost-share agreement with the Treasurer of State. Specifies that the infrastructure aid to a fair
may not be less than $5,000 or more than $50,000. Multiple awards to a fair are allowed, provided that
the total award does not exceed a total of $50,000 to that fair.

. Creates a new FY 2009 Restricted Capital Fund (RC3). The Fund will receive the net proceeds from the
issuance of tax-exempt bonds securitized with the remaining 22.0% of the tobacco settlement payments.
The Tobacco Settlement Authority may securitize the remaining payments as long as the expected net
proceeds will be at least $183.0 million.

. Changes reporting requirements for RCF and for the new RC3 (Section 12E.12(9), Code of Towa) to be
consistent with other infrastructure and technology-related fund reporting requirements that were enacted
in HF 2782 (FY 2007 Infrastructure Appropriations Act) and amended in HF 911 (FY 2008
Infrastructure Appropriations Act).

. Changes the annual appropriation for the Community Attraction and Tourism Fund for FY 2009 and FY
2010 so that the entire $12.0 million will be funded from RIIF rather than $5.0 million from RIIF and
$7.0 million from the General Fund. The annual appropriation is scheduled to sunset after FY 2010.

. Changes the annual appropriation for the Grow lowa Values Fund for FY 2009 and FY 2010 to have the
$50.0 million funded from RIIF rather than the General Fund. After FY 2010, the funding will resume
from the General Fund. This appropriation is scheduled to sunset after FY 2015.

. Adds a reporting requirement for recipient of moneys from the Grow lowa Values Fund that requires
reporting to the Department of Economic Development the type and amount of funds spent on major
maintenance, repair, or renovation of any new or existing building.

EFFECTIVE DATES

. Authorizes the Department of Administrative Services (DAS) to contract for design services related to

the planned expansion of the lowa Veterans Home. States the intent of the General Assembly that the
authorization is necessary to secure the award of federal funding recently made and to eliminate the
uncertainty of securing federal funding in the future.

. Creates a standing appropriation of $3.0 million from the General Fund for the Housing Trust Fund

beginning in FY 2010.

. Specifies that moneys appropriated for a fiscal year for the lowa Great Places Program shall be available

for a project identified in an lowa Great Places agreement for a period of three years from the time the
project is identified.

. Amends Section 428.A, Code of lowa, to alter the disposition of the real estate transfer tax receipts

received by the transfer of state. Beginning with FY 2010, 90.0% of the receipts will be deposited into
the General Fund and 5.0% will be deposited into the Housing Trust Fund and 5.0% will be deposited
into the Shelter Assistance Fund. For each succeeding fiscal year, the percentage deposited into the
General Fund is reduced by 5.0%, while the percentage going to the Housing Trust Fund, increases by
5.0%. Beginning, FY 2015 and after, the amounts going to the General Fund, Housing Trust Fund, and
Shelter Assistance Fund will be 65.0 %, 30.0%, and 5.0%

. Section 7 in Division I provides that the supplemental FY 2008 appropriation for the Central lowa Expo

will be effective on enactment. All of the Division VII changes, including deappropriations and
reversion date extensions are effective on enactment. Division IX provides that the authorization for the
DAS to move forward with a sole source contract for design services related to the lowa Veterans Home
project is effective on enactment.
